To protect the people of the State of) Geor- 
gia against the illegal and fraudulent issue 
of bonds and securities, and for other pur- 
poses connected with the same. 

Whereas, Divers bonds, purporting to be 
bonds of the State of Georgia, and divers 
bonds bearing the indorsement of the State, 
have been issued and put in circulation by 
Rufus B. Bullock, late Governor of said 
State, and divers bonds issued prior to his 
administration, have been negotiated by him : 
And whereas, it is believed that a large por- 
tion of said bonds have been illegally and 
fraudulently issued and negotiated, and the 
extent and amount of said bonds so issued 
and negotiated is unknown to this General 
Assembly.
